While the negotiations now in progress are 
confined to the dispute between the operators 
and miners of the four central competitive 
states of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois, the bituminous mining districts of 
less importance, such ee Missouri, Arkansas, 
Kansas, Texas, lowa, and Indian territory, 
will be drawn into the fight.

League Plans to Find 8 for Those 
Who Oan Find No Bmployment in 
Chicago in Newly Created Towns. 


The Anti-Age Limit league belleves that it 
has solved the problem of the men who are 
unable to obtain employment in Chicago be- 
cause they. have passed the “‘age limit.” If 
Plans now under way are successful, such 
men are to be sent in great numbe tee Mo 
colonies in Canada and Florida, where they 
will become the ministers, the school teach- 
ers, or the business men of the newly created 
towns. 

Negotiations are now being carried on by 
James F. Downey, president of the league, 
with the managers. of three colonization 
projects, one of which owns land in north- 
western Canada, another a tract three and a 
half miles from Tampa, Fla., and a third an 
area on the eastern coast of Florida. Towne 
are to be created here by parties of colonists, 
and here the old men, ostracized at home, will 
begin life anew. 

“IT am locking into these projects care- 
fully,” said President Downey, “and they 
seem to be the right thing. If they\are, it 
will be a boon for our members and for the 
hundreds of man in Chicago who need our 
help.“

FORMALDEHYDE is DETECTED 
IN MILK SERVED AT U. OF C. 


Students Make Tests and Declare Pre- 
serving Fluids Are Used in Food in 
the Dining Rooms. 


Strong preserving fluids have been found 
in milk served in the dining rooms of the 
University, of Chicago, according to recent 
tests made by medical students of the uni- 
versity. 

Two students who have undertaken, as 
part of their required laboratory work, the 
analysis of all foods served in the girls’ 
dormitories as well as in the men's com- 
mons, announced yesterday that they had 
found a strong solution of formaldehyde in 
the milk served in the men’s commons in 
Hutchinson hall. The milk comes from 
dairies in Three Oaks, Mich. They took the 
results of their tests to Profs: 8. A. Mathews 
end Hugh McGuigan of the medical faculty 
for verification. Both professors approved 
the results of their experiments. 

When the milk used in all the dining rooms 
by the university has been tested the stu- 
dents will @irect their attention to other 
foods. First, they will experiment on the 
apple butter, then on butter, bread, and 
meats.

“The conference of governors, attorneys 
general. and insurance commissioners at

„ This meeting of the committee is in pur- 
suance of its adjournment to await the re- 
port of the New York legislative investigation 
committee, known as the Armstrong com- 
mittee, to the New York legisiature, 

“The resolution of the Chicago confer- 
ence, the Armstrong bills, the bills pending 
in other legislatures, and the general discus- 
sion of the subject indicate a general convic- 
tion among the people that the state should 
exercise more control over the management 
of life insurance companies. This commit- 
tee shares that conviction. 


Want No Radical Interference. 


“The efforts of this committee have been 
directed to ascertain what control by the 
state will be most conducive of honest, econo- 
mical, competent, management while in- 
terfering least with the honest judgment and 
proper conduct of those responsible for the 
management. 

Every proposed radical interference, ex- 
cept to prevent frauds and crimes, has been 
opposed by argumente submitted to the Arm- 
strong committee and to this committee. 
Among these are, limiting volume of new 
husiness, limiting expense loading, restrict- 
ing commissions and other expenses, limiting 
surplus or contingency reserves, forbidding 
deferred dividends, and compelling annual 
distribution and the establishment of staty- 
tory standard forms of policies. 


Favor an Annual Accounting. 


An annual accounting and report of divi- 
dends on all plans of insurance, all dura- 
tions, amd at different ages, after the man- 
ner prescribed in the amendment of section 
104, proposed in the Armstrong bill, would 
permit of intelligent comparison and weigh- 
ing of relative merit and induce competition 
in dividend results, and, therefore, tend to- 
ward a compelling of honesty, economy, and 
competency in the manage t of policies 
of the game c > 

After giving carefubattention to all argu- 
ments advanced and upon protracted consid- 
eration, this committee is of the opinion that 
it is feasible to do so and that, for the reason 
stated and to prevent ambiguous and decep- 
tive policies, standard formes of policies 
should be prescribed by statute. The com- 
mfttee is further of the opinion that upon 
the establishmnent of such standard forms 
and annual accounting and reporting of divi- 
dends, meritorious competition will so tend 
to compel good management that further 
interference by the state with the manage- 
ment in the particulars referred to may not 
be necessary. 


Named to Draft Laws. | 


“The committee, therefore, instructs its 
subcommittee to be here appointed for that 
purpose, to prepare standard forms of poli- 
cles and forms of laws to carry. them into ef- 
fect. While in some respect and details the 
forms proposed in the Armstrong bills are 
not approved, those forms are in general ap- 
proved, with the exception that in some re- 
spects and details those forms will be changed 
by the Armstrong committee, and the sub- 
committee of this committee is directed to 
follow generally the New York forms, and the 
subcommittee will prepare such additional 
forms as may be deemed proper, and, to pro- 
vid against the possible omission by in- 
advertence’ of meritorious forms that should 
have been included and for forme that may 
be desirable under unusual circumetances, 
the bill to establish such standard forms shall 
authorize other forms proposed by compa- 
nies, upon the approval of the ineurance de- 
partment.”

New State an Important Factor. 
ome. and. igdien territory 


: With. Oklah 
joined the forty-sixth star in the flag will 


represent a state having the imperial domain 
of 70,000 square. miles in round numbers, and 
with a population at the time of the last 
census of about 600,000. Since that time peo- 
ple have poured into Oklahoma and Indian 
territory by thousands and tens of thousands, 
and the population unquestionably is well 
above a million. 

One ot the interesting things about the 
creation of ‘the new state which makes it 
almost unique is the fact that Oklahoma has 
grown by process of law for the last seven- 
teen years, until.now it has swallowed up the 
whole of the territory originally set aside for 
the Indians. This was exactly what congress 


intended when it decided to set aside for 


settlement a little mnucieug of 3,000,000 acres 
in the heart of the old Indian territory as 
far back as April 2, 1880. The land was of 
the fairest in the west, and there was an 
extracrdinary rush of actual settlers to se- 
eure it. 

The organic act of the territory of Okle- 
homa, which was passed a year or so later, 
specifically provided the new territory should 
be increased from time to time by such par- 
eels of land as congress might decide to sep- 
arate from Indian territory. The idea was, 
of course, to make Oklahoma the seed of a 
civiligation which ultimately was either to 
educate or to exterminate the Indians. And 
so for the last seventeen years, as the In- 
dians have been foreed back within their own 
territory the legal boundaries of Oklahoma 
have grown steadily, until now it is nearly 
8.000 square miles larger than the Indian 
territory itself. 


Transformation of Indian Territory. 


No less than five large Indian reservations 
ha ve been opened for settlement in that time, 
and in each case there has been an inrush of 
the best kind of American settlers. They took 
up land rapidly, made improvements, intro- 
duced schools, and have put Oklahoma in 

a position where it is undeniably fit for state- 
*. and where it can claim statehood, not as 
a boon but as a right. 

Most people have an entirely erroneous 
den of Indian territory itself, based upon 
traditions of what it once was. It was set 
apart as far back as 1834 for the special bene- 
fit of civilized Indian tribes and certain 
negroes who were supposed to have some 
desire of affiliating with the Indians.

When the meeting was 
reconvened, accordingly, Mr. Mitchell's mo- 
tion was lost. 

It soon became apparent that a deadlock 
was at hand, and as a last effort to facili- 
tate matters President Mitchell agreed to 
offer the miners’ proposition in joint meet- 
ing. He then presented his modified pro- 
posal that the miners be granted an increase 
which would bring their wages to the stan- 


dard prevailing before the reduction of 1903, 


All former demands, including 12% per cent 
advance, he said, would be considered as 
waived. 

There was not much discussion on this 
question because both operators and miners 
had made up their minds fully as to what 
attitude they would assume towards the 
1903 scale. A single amendment was offered 
by Mr. Robbins which proposed that the 
agreement be extended to run for two years 
instead of one. On this amendment the 
miners voted solidly in favor of a two year 
agreement. The Pennsylvania operators did 
likewise, but the operators from the'‘other 


three states cast their votes against the mo- 


tion and it was lost. 


Compromise Is Rejected. 


The last vote was taken upon Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s proposition of a compromise. The re- 
sult was exactly the same, Mr. Robbins 
standing with the miners against the mine 
owners from Illinois, Ohio, and Indiana. 

It was 5:30 o’clock when the committee 
adjourned. Bit by bit the news of the de- 
liberations during the afternoon had filtered 
down to the lobby of the Claypool hotel. It 
had been devoured eagerly, although the 
reports were not always reliable. 

How keen the interest in the outcome of 
the meeting was, however, could be seen 
when members of the committee came out 
of their closeted conference, A hundred or 
more representatives of railroads, mining 
interests, and commercial houses from New 
York to Omaha were lingering in the hotel 
lobby. In a body they crowded about the 
elevators to learn the first word from the 
meeting. 

The first member of the joint committee to 
appear was Mr. Robbins. He was besieged 
with inquiries, but throwing up his hands in 
protest, strode away through the crowd 
without uttering a word. His manner por- 


’ trayed plainly enough the gloom of the situa- 


tion, 

Immediately there was a rush to long dis- 
tance telephones and telegraph stations and 
soon hundreds of messages were speeding 
away to distant stock exchanges and brok- 
ers offices. * 


All Agree It Looks Bad. 
President Mitchell admitted that the situa- 


tion looked bad, but refused to make a more 
definite statement. Other leaders among the 


miners were equally noncommittal. The 


frankest expression was made by F. S. Pea- 
body of Chicago, who said: 

% do not now see how it {s possible to 
reach an agreement.” 

The general opinion prevails tonight that 
a short meeting of the scale committee will 
be held in the morning; and a report will be 
framed to be submitted to the joint con- 
vention stating that the operators and miners 
have agreed to disagree, The report, it was 
said, probably will be couched in careful, 
technical language, so that it will not appear 
on the surface of things that either side has 
refused to concede a point to the other. This, 
it is declared, is for the purpose of leaving 
the dispute entirely open, and so that in 
case of a strike or suspension of work April 1 
it wil) be easy to assemble another joint con- 
vention within thirty, sixty, or ninety days 
to renew negotiations, which will be con- 
sidered. not as severed, but simply as sus 
pended. 

The statement was made also tonight by 
operators from each of the four states that,

SOFT COAL PRICES SOARING. 


Cost in Chidago Advancing Daily Be- 
cause of Fear of Strike Hard 
Variety May Raise. 


Soft coal prices are advancing daily in Chi- 
cago in view of the growing feeling among 
coal dealers that a strike in the bituminous 
regions at least is certain. Hard coal prices 
have remained stationary, but are expected 
to advance April 1. 

There was little western soft coal to behad 
in Chicago yesterday. The railroads have 
been the heaviest buyers for the last six 
weeks One railroad put in an order for 500 
carloads of soft coal. The price of soft coal 
has advanced froth $1.10 a ton to $1.00 a ton 
within the last few days. The price of hard 
coal remains at $7.75 4 ton by wagon and 
$6.50 by car. 

Most fe the coal dealers of influence in Ohl- 
cago have gone tO Indianapolis to take a 


hand in the conferences there among the 


miners and operators. From their advices 
the feeling has grown that a strike is im- 
minent. 

L. B. Ferguson, western manager for the 
Davis Colliery company, said in the evening: 

There is little western coal to be had in 
Chicago today. The price for soft coal is 
going up daily and the price of hard coal will 
go up the first of April. There ie an unusual 
demand in the city for soft coal.” 


FIRST CONVENTION CALLED - 
BY T. P. QUINN’S NEW PARTY. 


United Progressive Societies’ Mani- 


festo Limits Orators to Five Minute | 


Speeches at All Times. 


The manifesto of the United Progressive 
Societies, T. P. Quinn’s new labor party, was 
made public yesterday. A call for the first 
convention, which is to — heid at Brand's 
hall, North Clark and Erie streets, April 8; 
was sent to all the labor and progressive 
societies in Chicago. The manifesto was 
signed by twenty-four union and I. M. O. 
men and D. L. Cruice. 

In the statement accompanying the call the 
purposes of the mew party were set forth 
exhaustively as being the uplifting of the la- 
boring man by means of securing proper rep- 
resentation for him in the various legislative 
bodies. Another important feature was that 
no speaker would be permitted to make a 
speech of more than five minutes’ duration.

The government must get evidence to 
convict persons accused of violation of the 
anti-trust laws from other sources than 
from the accused, but it does not seem 
reasonable that a lawful demand for the 
books and papers of corporations that are 
accused shall operate to relieve from pros- 
ecution or the penalties of the law persons 
connected grith such corporations who 
have violated the law. 

That is the substance of Judge Hum- 
phrey’s decision. If it be good law the 
act authorizing the’ commissioner of cor- 
porations to make inquiries into corporate 
management will not be so productive of 
good results as the public assumed it 
would be. It was the popular impression 
that undef the law information could be 
secured which would make it possible to 
reach persons proniinently connected with 
corporations violating the lenti-trust- aws. 
It was not supposed that compliante with 
a lawful demand for the production of the 
books and papers of such a corporation 
would secure immunity for those respon- 
sible for violations of law by the corpora- 
tion. Judge Humphrey thinks it does, 


and, therefore, could not avoid ruling in 


favor of the packers. 

If he is right the elaborate investiga- 
tions which the bureau of corporations 
has been conducting concerning the ail; 
sugar, and tobacco trusts bid fair to be 
unprofitable so far as the punishment of 


law breaking individuals is concerned. If 


the officers of the Standard Oil company 
have let their books be inspected they 
have secured immunity for themselves, no, 
matter what criminality the books may 
show. It will be poskible: to proceed erim- 
inally against the corporation and compel 
it to pay a paltry fine, but that light pun- 
ishment will not be likely to cause it to 
abandon its illegal practices. The men 
who contro] it, being personally immune, 
will ‘have no fear of the law. 

To the average man the imposition of 

a fine on a senseless corporation while the 
human being who makes it break the law 
escapes unscathed will appear a mere 
mockery of punishment. He would rather 
have the individual brought to agi 
than the dummy. 
i; Efe guilty individual can secure immu- 
nity by obeying a legitimate demand for 
the production of the books of his corpor- 
ation it will be better for the government 
not to make the demand and seek for evi- 
dence against that individual in some 
other quarter, if there be any other. Or, 
if Judge Humphrey's position shall be up- 
held, it may be possible to amend the law 
creating the bureau of corporations so 
that the bureau shall not automatically 
grant immunity to officials when they 
hand over for examination the books of 
the law breaking corporations they con- 
trol.

President Roosevelt never appbared in 


more striking manifestation than in what 
he said on the subject of immigration dur- 
ing the course of a brief speech to repre- 
sentatives of the American Federation cf 
Labor, a body in whose ranks are to be 


} found many hundreds of persons of for- 


eign birth or foreign parentage. One of 
the contentions of those representatives 
in their official protest was that. no results 
bad followed an appeal to congress for 

‘some tangible relief from the constantly | 
growing evil of induced ‘and undesirable 
immigration.” The president’s answer to 
this was a declaration of his own belief. 
that steps should be taken to prevent the 
importation of laborers under any form, 


they acted’ with the deliberate purpose of 
“defrauding the true owner ‘of his prop- 
erty or the use and benefit thereof.” They | 
did not keep the money themselves and they 
claim they thought the use made of it was 
for the good of the policy holders, What- 
ever their moral culpability their conduct 


does not, it appears, fall within the defini- 


tion of any of the crimes penalized by the 
New York statutes. 

Tnose who in the past gave insurance 
‘fonds to political committees. will, therefore, 
eseape p tion. The laws of New York 
and other states shoifid be so changed that 
those who nifty in future commit such of- 
fenses may be fittingly punished. It is a 
plain abuse of their authority for the direc- 
tors of any corporation to contribute the 
stockholders’ money to a political camipaign 
fund. The abuse is esperially gross where 
the money given is that of the policy holders 
of an insurance company. 8 

Insurance funds are trust funds. The 
only uses that can properly be made of 
them is to defray the reasonable expenses of 
the business with them, invest them in gilt 
edge securities, and pay them out to the 
policy holders and their beneficiaries. The

There is nothing of the 
taciturn, ‘Brave, 
about him, 
A son of that Gen. Sir Charles Grey who for 
many years-was private secretary to the 
prince consort and to Queen’ Victoria, and 
who is remembered here as one of the officers 
im attendance upen King Edward when he 
was here as prince of Wales nearly hai a’: 
century ago; he succeeded his uncle in the 
earldom of Grey in 1894. 

The first earl was that English general who 
defeated Gen..Wayne, commanded the Third 
brigade at the battle of Germantown in 1777, 

and, in, tact, was the only English general 
who did not lose his laurels in the American 
war of independence. His son, the second 
Earl Grey, was one of the most famots 
Statesmen of the nineteenth century, and, 

inaugurating his political career as one of the 
managers of the impeachment of Warren 
Hastings, he, as prime minister, played the 
principal part in transforming Great Britain: 
from ah oligarchy into a democracy by car- 
rying the first reform bill through both 
houses of. parliament to a successful con- 
clusion.

The present Earl Grey made his debut in 
parliament twenty-six years ago, but won 
his spurs as governor and administrator of 
Rhodesia, where he excited universal ad- 
miration by the rare tact and judgment with 
which he filled his difficult office—namely: 
that of representative. and agent of the 
crown in a colony where the authority and 
prestige of the latter were Overshadowed by 
the colossal personality of its creator, Cecil 
Rhodes, and where the handful of white col- 


‘onists were fighting for their lives against 


overwhelming numbers of savage Matabele. 
He was likewise required to curb the usurpa- 
tions of authority by the Chartered company 
of South Africa, and to execute, in the meas» 
ure possible, the policy of Colonial Secretary 
Joseph Chamberlain. Yet, contradictory as ’ 


were these interests, he managed to satisfy 


them all, and when Rhodes died it was 
found that he had made the earl one of the 
trustees of his will.

Regardless of the storm it had raised, the 
management of the company took another 
tack by offering special concessions until 
March 24 in order to stock up the retail trade 
against possible price cuts by the independ- 
ents.. The wholesale trade, as evidenced by 
reports in the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, eVinces much bitterness. Seeman 
Bros., the whol grocers, who refused to 
sign President Barber’s exclusivé selling 
plan, appear to have punctured that official’s 
assertions that it has been uniformly the pol- 
icy of the management of the Diamond Match 
to reduce prices to the consumer. On the 
contrary, the management is trying to get 
double the price charged by the independenta 
for the same quantity of matches. 


.“Reducing” Price of Matches, 

Seeman Bros. have issued the following 
statement bearing on this point: 

“We thought it might be of interest io 

you to call your attention to a statement 
made by President O. C. Barber of the Dia- 
mond Match company, at its this year’s an- 
nual meeting, and at the same time give you 
some of our own practical experience with 
the representatives of the same company. 
We quote from Mr. Barber's statement as 
follows: 
From ite inception to pre presemt day it (the 
Diamond Match. company) has worked steadily 
and determinedjy in the direction of reducing the 
cost of its goods by employing improved methods 
in manufacturing and the introduction of labor 
saving devices, and the consumer has reaped the 
benefit, as the selling price of matches has been 
reduced from year to year. 


“ This certainly sounds fine, but it does not 
quite correspond with the principal argument 
which their representatives used in trying to 
persuade us to sign their contract—namely: 
that we were selling to grocers a gross of 
matches, containing 1,000 to the box, for the 
Same price that they (the Diamond Match 
company) were educating the trade to pay 
for a gross of matches containing 500 to the 
box. They said, in other words, that we were 
supplying the retail grocer with a box of 
matches to retail at Sc which contained twice 


as Many matches ag the Diamond Match 


company’s 5c box of matches contained, and 
that by doing this we cut down our sales and 
profits 50 per cent, as we were giving twice 
as much value as it wap necessary to give. 

“Of course, it is absurd to think that any 
sane business man would approach another 
with such a ridiculous argument, but this, 
nevertheless, is the argument the Diamond 
Match company is continually using to hold 
their customers in line. This certainly does 
not look as though the Diamond Match com- 
pany is worrying quite so much in regard to 
the value the consumer gets as our friend 
President O, C. Barber would have the pub- 
lic belleve.“ 


Menace to All Merchants. 

In addition the same firm in instructions 
to ite salesmen makes the following point: 

The policy of the Match Trust hasadopt- 
ed in not giving us the discount on their 
goods because we refuse to handle their goods 
exclusively, is one that threatens the inde- 
pendence of the American merchant. If the 
Match Trust should succeed in such a policy 
other trusts would immediately commence 
to adopt a similar policy, and, asa result, the 
distribution of merchandise in this country, 
both wholesale and retail, would gradually 
become just 80 many puppets that could not 
call their souls their own.“ 


Lead Merger Completed. 

With the absorption of the United Lead 
company by the National Lead company, offi- 
cla ls of the former have tendered their resig- 
nations and are to be succeeded by repre- 
sentatives of the National compan;. The 
terms of absorption provide for the exchange 
of National Lead company preferred stock 
for the 5 per cent debenture bonds of the 
United Lead company, while National Lead 
common will be exchanged for the stock of 
the United Lead company, the exact terms 
not having been disclosed. 


Big Profits from Telephones. 

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
company for the fiscal year ende@ Dec. 31. 
1905, had a net revenue of $13,038,064, out of 
which it paid in dividends $9,866,355, leaving 
a surplus of $3,167,688. The enormous profits 
in the telephone business, as conducted by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, the concern which controls the Chicago 
Telephone company, is shown by the fact 
that expenses were but 39 per cent of the 
company’s total earnings. An operating 
ratio of that size is an attractive one, while 
the ratio of 59 per cent in profits to gross in- 
come is one calculated to make ordinary in- 
dustrials appear unattractive ventures.
